The year 1991 was a 
year of hardship and civil 
unrest for the former So- 
viet Union. The reality of 
food shortages through- 
out the USSR was re- 
peatedly brought to the 
world's attention by the 
press. 

The Baltic republics of 
Estonia, Latvia* and 
Lithuania declared their 
independence from the 
USSR, encouraging other 
republics to do the same. 

Rising tensions with 
government officials, due 
to the resistance of change 
from communist power, 
resulted in a coup d'etat. 

These three days that 
shook the world ended in 
failure for the conspira- 
tors.

The weakening popu- 
larity of former president 
Mikhail Gorbachev, 
caused him to resign his 
position at the head of the 
former Soviet Union. The 
country that was once 
known as a world “super 
power’’ and was the main 
competitor with the 
United States, raised its 
flag for the very last time 
at 7:32pm on December 
25, 1991. In its place 
Russian soldiers raised 
the white, blue, and red 
flag of old Russia over the 
Kremlin in Moscow.

I n August 1991, Communist hard-liners attempted to overthrow Soviet President Mikhail 
Gorbachev in a military coup. Resisted by supporters of reform, the coup failed, but weakened 
Gorbachev's position. Soon thereafter, Gorbachev resigned and the Soviet Union dissolved. 

Russian President Boris Yeltsin, along with the leaders of 10 other former Soviet republics, formed a Commonwealth of 
Independent Stales. Yeltsin promised to accelerate market-driven economic reforms, but the lives of people did not improve 
quickly enough to prevent food shortages and homelessness. Muscovites flocked to the streets to sell their personal belongings 
to help pay for food and clothing. • Despite George Bush's aggressive trade stand with Japan, United States exports were not 
expected to be much affected. However, Bush did come away with an agreement by Japan to open a $6 billion government 
computer market to foreign firms. Japanese auto companies also agreed to ask their dealers to sell a token number of additional 
U.S. cars. • Y ugoslavia broke into a bitter civil war on June 25, 1991. when the 
republics of Croatia and Slovenia declared their independence from the 

federal government
